From New York to the Newfoundltta 
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TO ntKTEMT UKADtOCKS. 


For many years there bos been a de- 


aire manifested by the people to pro- 
vide for the election of United State. 
Senators by popular vote by amendiot 
the constitution of the Uuited States. 
The question has been discussed in 
Congress and in State Legislatures- 
without result. The fact that "dead- 
looki" in State Legislatures caused b;. 
failure to agree upon a candidate foi 
Senator are of annual occurrence ha; 
brought the question prominently be 
fore the public, but no effort has beei 
made to amend the constitution, nut) i 
il not probable that, there will be in tbt 
near future, as the Senators are sup- 
posed to represent the several States 
each State, regardless of population, 
being entitled to two Senators, and it 
ia deemed wiser to have States whosi 
Legislatures fail to elect a Senator un- 
represented for one session of Gongres! 
than to change the constitution so aa ti 
provld» for the election of Senators b.t 
popular vote. 


Sou Hi Carolina baa devised a method 


of determining the choice of the peoplt 
for United States Senator which practi- 
cally settlei) the question. The uames 
of the several candidates for the Sena 
torsbip are submitted to popular vot* 
at the primary elections, and the can- 
didate receiving the highest vote is de- 
clared the nominee at the State con. 
vention. All political parties oculd 
adopt this method, und as each won.d 
be pledged in the event of success to 
elect the candidate chosen by the ma- 
jority there would be no legislative 
deadlocks over Senators. 


Under the present system of electing 


Unite 1 States Senators members of the 
Legislature are frequently chosen be- 
cause of tbeir preference for a candi- 
date for the Senatorship, without re- 
gard for tbeir other qualifications. A 
man might be wholly unqualified to 
legislate for the State and yet be elected 
becausa of his preference for tbis or 
that candidate for the United States 
Senate. 


It the Senatorship, so far as party is 


concerned, was settled at the primaries 
or in State conventions then it would 
be known the moment the political 
complexion of the Legislature was as- 
certained who the Senator would be, 
aud there'would be no necessity for 
O8UOU9B8, and deadlocks could not 
occur in legislative bodies over the 
election of a Senator. 


The present Legislature in Oregon 


has transacted no business whatever of 
benefit to the State, as its whole time 
has been occupied in the Senatorial 
' oottest, and it will probably adjourn 
sine die wilbo.it making a choice.

For a long time buttons and other ar- 


ticles for -which bone is generally used 
have been made from congealed blood, 
torchastd by the button'1 makers at tho 
.slaughter houses aj;d treated -with some 
-substance that hardens it to the suffi- 
cient consistency. From blood to mills 
is a long remove, but the snmo artick" 
that are made from Weed can bo umda 
trom milt by a process invented by an 
Englishman named James Callandor 
and soon to be introduced , into Ihia 
country.

Tho milk used is the'skimmilk pat 


is of little use for domestic purposes'and 
can bo obtained very cheaply. It is tho 
milk (hat remains after the cream baa 
been sUimmed off. The process, c.f (urn- 
ing this liquid into buttons, pcol balls, 
combs, backs of hairbrn«hi.s ai'd simi- 
lar ariiclcs consists, first, of fjtrainin;., 
tho milk through a cloth in order to re 
move every vestigo of cream, and then 
mixing it with a-, substance-tho iugiedi 
ents of which are a secret of the inventor 
and compressing it. At the end of Uireo 
days the Ktibstaiice is as solid as cellu- 
loid and is ready to to cut nnd shaped 
in any WP.J- tho manufacturer wishes. 


At present a factory in Holland is en- 


gaged in fashioning the hardened mitt 
into' various.articles), buttons teiug.thc 
chief. The buttons made in this peculiar 
way differ very little, iu appcurance 
from drdinnry.boiio buttons. They arc a 
creamy white in appcarancs, but can be 
colored black or red or any other color 
by simply mixing tha coloring matter 
with tlic milk before the hardening 
process begins. They are said to possess 
advantages over tho bone and celluloid 
article in being lees brittle and less lia- 
ble to chip. For this reason the billiard 
balls and .pool balls which havo been 
made in England from this substance 
havo found favor where a cheap ball is 
required instead of the expensive iyory 
ones. 


For combs the milk rokstacco has 


been found 1 o to especially well adapted 
as it is sracoth and delicate to tho loucl 
and derives from its cretin:? crigm a 
glossy surface that is just the thing f ci 
comtis. Iii the same way it is n g'coc 
substitute for ivory in billiard and poo 
balls.—New Vork Herald.
